HOW THE PEESIDENT EXTENDBD THE 

DIAN RESERVATIONS IN THE INTER- 

EST OF HIS BROTHBR 
onvu. 
New York World. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—8Several 
days ago the chairman of the committee 
on expenditures in the war department 
requested of the president all informa- 
tion in his possession pertaining to the 
extension of the Indian reservations, 
with particular reference to the 
Standing Rock Agency. To-day 
a portion of documents con 
taining the desired information was re- 
ceived by the committee. The real object 
of the extension of the jan reserva- 
tion in relation to Standing Rock agenc 
was to give the post trader appointed 
through the influence of Orvil Graat, 
brother of the president,and with whom 
Orvil was interested in the post, an op- 
portunity to monopolize the entire trade 
of the Sioux Indians and United 
States soldiers to the detriment 
of both. The excuse given that 
the extension was made to suppress the 
liquor trame with the Indians.on the 
upper Missouri river is a very weak one. 
It was undoubtedly the poiicy of the 
president to suppress this infamous 
traffic, because his brother Orvil wanted |

A CHARLESTON correspondent of the 
New York Daily Bulletin attributes the 
steady, regular increase in the cotton 
yield of the south to the development of 
the ssuthwestern states. He adds: 

Large as it now is, itis yet small as 
compared with what it will be when the 
extensive fertile lands of Arkansas and 
Texas are more fully developed. It will 
be only a very few years before 6,000 000 
bales will be considered a moderate yield 
for the south. In view of these facts, 
our planters would do welito anticipate 
only very low prices for cotton in the fu- 
ture. It is quite probable that next sea- 
son prices will rule perhaps a cent per 
pound lower than they have done this, 
say about 11!¢c for middlings in the At- 
Jantic ports; and as a crop of cotton does 
not average in quality more than one per 
cent per pound below the standard of 
middlings, planters should not calculate 
upon the probability of their gross 
at the ports realizing an average of over 
101%, which would net them, after de- 
ducting all expenses, about 9 cents per 

ound on their plantations, He who 
ooks this prospect in the face, and 
makes his arrangements ly, will 
pot probably have reason to regret having 
done 80,

JEYFERSON Cify, Mo., March 35 — 
Adler & Feust, distillers and rectifiers of

THE SOUTHERN LIFE. 


Commissioner Morrow Rises te Ex- 
Plain. 


Cbat“anooga C « mmercial. 


We recently received a call from Treas- 
urer Morrow, whe is by virtue of his of- 
fice, insurance ccmmissioner for the 
smi. He called to make a statement in 
defense of his action in relation to 
certain insurance com anies which have 
been Seretofore menticned in this paper 
and concerning which We have criticised 
the commissioner's conduct. 

He says that up to the e of the 
Jaw of 1875 fixing the standard of sol- 
vency in case of life insurance compa- 
nies nothing was required except tbat 
they should possess sufficient means 
to reinsure at any time Ue wformed 
the Southern Life and the Nashville Life 
that wien they filed their January, 1876, 
etatements he should require them to 
comply with the law of 1875. This law, 
as we bavetefore stated, requires them 
to have ove hundred thousand dollars in 
excess of the amount necessary to effect 
a reimsurance. The officers of the 
Southern Life some time ago wked him 
fer thirty days in which 40 meet the re- 
quirements of the law. This re quest 
he granted, and — the thirty days so 
allowed them they filed their pe ition 
ia benkrupicy. About two weeks “60 
he informed ihe officers of the Nashville 
Life that they must file their statement 
and meet the requirements of the law of 
1875. The officers assured him they would 
call in the unpaid stock subscriptions, 
and place all moneys realized in the 
hands ef a receiver for the benefit of 
policy holders. In regard to the Penn 
and Clay fire companies, he states that 
| they were during 1875, expelled from 
the state on account of impairments, 
but having made good these im- 
pali ments, were readmitied; but after 
the law of 1875 they were entirely 
excluded. He says he thinks it about as 
impossible for an insurance commiesion- 
er to keep companies from breaking, as 
for a bank examiner to kerp banks from 
failiag.
